Life in exile 

Leonora Lopez is a 52-year-old infants 
teacher who lives in exile in London, 
. fearful and sad. 

As an active member of the Salvado- 
rean teachers' union she has to flee her 
country, where grotesque violence has 
become commonplace. Had she 
stayed, she says, she would certainly 
have been murdered, and her 18-year- 
old daughter raped and killed. 

Not that she feels secure, even here. 
•‘We never feel safe, in any part of the 
world.” Because of this, and those left 
behind, she does not like talking to the 
press. *i am only giving this interview 
to tell people what is going on; to help 
iny compatriots." Olliers of the half- 
dozen Salvadorean teachers now in 
London ask to say nothing.

Choosing sides 

As though there were not enough 
already, another divisive line was 
drawn through- the country's teaching 
force last week, when the annual 
conference of the National Association 
of Schoolmaster ^Union of Women 
Teachers decided in private session 
there must be no more dual mem- 
bership.

Four years ago she was made nation- 
al infants teacher of the year. At the 
presentation ceremony, in front of the 
entire legislative assembly, the award- 
winning teachers denounced the Gov- 
ernment far the imprisonment and 
disappearance of teacher colleagues. It 
marked a turning point in the teachers' 
struggle, Leonora says.

From little 
acorns 

In the fast moving microcomputer 
business, manufacturers have to adopt 
a philosophical attitude to orders and 
contracts. But to some. April must 
have looked like a month dunng which 
two companies ran away with all the 
trophies - in the education field at 
least. 

Acron. a small, almost unknown 
British company, was awarded the 
BBC contract to produce the BBC 
Atom. A few weeks alter the DES 
announced that it would subsidize any 
school which bought the Atom, and 
Research Machines, another small 
British company, was given the same 
DES backing. Moreover, recently 
Acorn learnt that the Atom will be 
given as a consolation prize to 700 
schools who entered a competition 
organized by the Department of In- 
dustry. 

Reactions from other microcompu- 
ter companies to this espousal of 
Research Machines and Acorn by the 
DES and Dol are largely predictable. 
Most ask archly how such a small 
company as Acorn is going to meet the 
demands being put upon it. The Amer- 
ican companies who are obviously 
askance at the decisions dwell heavily- 
on their British and European conrie-. 
xions: Apples for Europe are made in 
Cork; Commodore has 240 dealers, 
many of them first-time businesses, 
and Tandy employ between 800 and 
1.000 people in this country.. Some hint 
darkly at manufacturing plants which 
now won't be built In this country. 

Ironically; the most positive reaction 
comes from a company which appears 
to have every right to.complain. Sinc- 
lair. a British company, which says that 
it was not approached by the govern- 
ment nor asked to lender for DES 
backing, is offering its ZXPO and 81 at 
half-price - about 170, as a loss leader, 
in schools.

Several variations of that old joke, 
told at teachers' meetings in recent 
years to the accompaniment of nerv- 
ous laughter from the audience, are a 
recognition of the stresses in the job 
which, if anything, are probably 
being compounded at the present 
uncertain time. 

In the engineering industry, stress 
on materials is an equally important 
issue, but the remedy is more 
straightforward. Laboratory tests on 
concrete blocks will show what 
cracks appear when the block frac- 
tures under various kinds of force, 
and metal reinforcement can be built 
in to strengthen the structure. 
Anticipating crack patterns in 
humans is a more hazardous busi- 
ness, and I suppose the nearest we 
ever get to a pre-stressed teacher is 
one who went Id an Easter confer- 
ence. 

One inescapably stressful aspect of 
teaching is the sheer volume of 
human contacts during the day. Shop

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■ As Mr Carlisle reminded a Conserva- 
tive audience in Mr Neil Kinnock's own 
Bedwellty at the weekend, it is now two 
years since the present Government took office 
and Mrs Thatcher’s new Secretary of Stale 
entered into his inheritance. A week may be a 
long time in politics, but two years is a brief 
interlude in educational policy-making. Never- 
theless, it is fair at this point - which coincides 
with the local government elections in the shires - 
to assess the Government’s record at what may 
well be the half-way mark. Sometime during the 
next two years Britain enters the pre-election 
period: the room for manoeuvre is going to get no 
greater. What is the record so far? 

On the Secretary of State’s own valuation, 
legislation heads the list. Whether it is to be 
regarded as a virtue or not depends on the view 
you take of the measures themselves, but this is 
proving to' be a Government with a great appetite 
for Education Acts. Within weeks of taking 
office, the present Education Ministers were on 
their feet in the Commons piloting through the 
1979 Education Act, repealing Mrs Williams's 
comprehensive law, and providing the legal basis 
for the assisted places scheme. A year later came 
the Bill incorporating the parents' charter with 
important provisions for free trade in primary 
and secondary school places across local author- 
ity boundaries. The full consequences of the new 
proposals for providing information for parents 
and dealing with disputes about the allocation of 
children to schools have yet to be seen but they 
will begin to take effect before the end of this 
Parliament. 

Not content with two Bills in two years, the 
DES has followed up with the measure now 
before Parliament which deals with some of the 
Wamock proposals, and there is already the 
threat (or promise) of another for next year 
covering such contentious issues as tbe revision of 
the Remuneration of Teachers Act. 

There is something suitably ironical about this 
frenzy of legislative activity from a Government 
which in most respects cultivates a doggedly 
non-interventionist line. Mr Carlisle lists among 
his other achievements “a proper and thorough 
consultation over the content of what is taught in 
schools'*. (“We did not just start a great debate 
and leave it at that, we have seen it through to 
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Mr Carlisle’s first

completion”.) Mr Carlisle's bombast is perhaps 
forgivable ia an attempt to cheer up one of 
Nature's oppressed minorities - Conservatives in 
Bedwellty - but singularly inept. For the Con- 
servatives have simply continued Labour's limp- 
wrlsted and tentative attempt to get a grip on the 
curriculum. 

This, of course, underlines one of the less 
emphasized aspects of Mr Carlisle's regime: with 
a few well publicized manifesto exceptions, he 
has moved along, gently, most of the issues which 
Mrs Williams, in her turn, had begun to roll - 
examinations, 16-19, microelectronics, schools 
and industry cooperation. The assisted places 
scheme and the repeal of the 1979 Act have 
provided the more obvious signs of a change of 
direction but in other areas the change has been 
more of emphasis than of substance. 

This is even true of the financing of education 
which has, in truth, dominated educational 
policy-making irrespective of which party is in 
power, since 1975. Mr Carlisle has tightened the 
screw, but the process of cutting back was already 
begun long before he arrived. This, is implicitly 
recognized by the left wing of the Labour Party,

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Plans to test skills of West Indian children is scrapped

The Government has scrapped plans to test the 
English, maths and science altammeiris of West 
Indian schoolchildren. 

Mr Mark Carlisle, the Education Secretary, 
announced In Parliament last week that the survey 
planned by the Government's Assessment of Perform- 
ance Unit would not be carried out. 


The Department of Education belfeves It is 
important to collect more information on the low 
attainments of black pupils but has accepted critic- 
isms that the APU survey would have done little more 
than confirm what was already known without 
Indicating causes or likely remedies. 

Now the Government is looking for an alternative 


way of collecting this information outside the work of 
the APU. 

Mr Carlisle also announced that the interim report 
of the Hampton committee on the education of ethnic 
minorities Is to be published. No date for publication 
was available this week for this report which Is 
specifically about the altalnments and needs of 
children of West Indian origin.

National Foundation for Educational Research chief accused of ‘taking sides’ 

Outside expert in statistics row

A row has broken out at the 
National Foundation for Educa- 
tional Research over the Director's 
decision to call in an outsider to 
advise on the controversial statisti- 
cal technique the foundation was 
planning to use on the tests com- 
missioned by the Government's 
assessment of performance unit. 

Professor Harvey Goldstein, pro- 
fessor of educational statistics at 
the University of London Institute 
of Education, is an outspoken critic 
of the statistical analysis known as 
the Rasch model. 

So it was something of a surprise 
when last month the foundation's 
director Mr Alfred Yates appointed 
him as an outside statistical consul- 
tant on the NFER’s work, includ- 
ing the analysis of the APU 
national tests. 

Professor Goldstein's attacks on 
the use of the Rasch model by the 
APU are taken seriously by the 
Department of Education which 
has itself called for alternatives to 
be found. 

But at the NFER, researchers 
are up in arms over Professor 
Goldstein's appointment. Some of 
them regard Mr Yates's action as 
taking sides with their critics with- 
out listening to them and tan- 
tamount to accepting charges' said 
to have been made in private that 
foundation • , staff were , guilty . of .

In a letter to Mr Hutchings, Dr 
Willmott refers to allegations that 
Professor Goldstein, without any ' 
consultation with senior NFER 
staff, was given an undertaking that 
work on Rasch would be dropped. 

Dr Willmott asks why the advice 
of r noted critic had been taken 
rather than that of staff who had 
been working on the Rasch model 
for- sometijne, .He also complains . 
oe- being , starved of the resources ', 
necessary to cany put the research ' 
identified over two years ago as 
necessary to defend the use of the 
Rasch model. 

"I am extremely worried by the 
present events ana the implications 
that lay behind them. The gap 
between Mr Yates the director and 


Mr Alfred Yates - denied any move to 
drop Rasch model. 

Dr Burstal! the deputy director, 
and the staff of the NFER, Is as 
great as it has ever been and the 
lack of consultation Is worrying in 
the extreme,” Dr Willmott wrote. 

Mr Yates denied that any under- 
takings had been given to Professor 
Goldstein about dropping the 
Rasch model. "All our work is 
going to be examined in coopera- 
tion with- Harvey Goldstein and the 
bits that are sound will continue; if not 
we will find alternatives." ‘ 

The decision to drop the Rasch 
model from the APu work was 
one for the DES, he said. 

But these denials have not pla- 
cated some NFER staff. Formal 
complaints are being pursued 


through both their union and their 
staff association. 

“Some people are attached to 
the Rasch model like others are 
attached to political ideologies,” Mr 
Yates said. He does not claim to 
understand the technical arguments 
about the Rasch model himself. 

Some NFER staff still believe a 
tacit agreement to drop the Rasch 
work has been made. Professor 
Goldstein was out of the country 
this week. 

The Department of Education is 
pleased with the appointment of 
Professor Goldstein, but has not 
announced any decision to drop 
Rasch. The department has called 
a private conference in June to 
review the Rasch model and to 
any alternatives. 

The NFER planned to use the 
Rasch model tor more than just 
the APU tests. Half a million 
pounds has already been spent on 
a bank of test questions parallel to 
the APU’s for local authorities to 
use. The foundation was also to 
provide Rasch analyses to calibrate 
the order of difficulty of questions 
in the Scottish Primary and 
secondary maths item (question) 
banks, six banks of questions for 
the Technician Education Council, 
two for the City and Guilds Insti- 
tute' and a verbal reasoning test 
promised to local authorities. 

Professor Goldstein Is to advise 
on the statistical aspects of all the 
foundation’s work. The NFER is 
.said to have been. made, rather 
nervous by the recent statistical 
rebuttals of Professor Neville Ben- 
nett’s Teaching Styles and Pupil 
Progress (The TES April 10),

children’s private reading showed 
that, by the age of 14, some 70 per 
cent or pupils in mainstream schools 
were .either not reading books at all, 
or were at most reading only one or 
two books per month. 

Two years later the HMI survey. 
Aspects of Secondary Education, 
found that reading in secondary 
schools was often a fragmented activ- 
ity, entirely subject to the require- 
ments of other work. Only in 10 per 
cent of schools did they find wholly 
satisfied provision for reading. 

These reports indicate that too 
many teenagers are having no experi- 
ence of sustained reading. It Is rarely 
to be found on school timetables, and 
is often not fostered at home. In * 
school we have a decisive Influence 
on the activities of children during 
their working week. We have no right 
to criticize television for destroying 
the habit of reading if we are not 
using school time to promote it. 

One way of doing this would he to 
ensure that each child in the secon- 
dary school spent at least one hour 
each week reading. The books could 
come from a school, class or public 
bbraiy, from a school bookshop, from 
the English department's stock or 
from home.

Home, school 


features 


and divorce

. ^nfiv appointed headmaster was sacked by 
le school’s governors when they found out that 
te had been divorced. I wonder what the children 
n( divorced or separated parents attending the 
"bool thought about that? True, it was a Catholic 
school- but there are almost as many Catholic 
JTnis as others separated (if not divorced). 
Break-up of the marriage is the important thing as 
far as children are concerned, not the legal act of 
divorce. 

Many teachers know that children can be 
helped with their feelings and that, even if they 
■ are caught up in the separation and divorce of 
Iheir parents, it is not what happens to them, but 
the sense they make of it, that counts. Teachers 
can and often do make a vital contribution to a 
child’s undemanding of marital breakdown, sep- 
aration, divorce and relationships within the 
home. 

Very young children experience divorce like 
the death of the absent parent, especially if there 
is no frequent access to that parent. Surveys show 
that about a third of the children whose parents 
are divorced lose all contHCt ; With the father when 
the mother has custody. This may not be lack of 
interest on the part of the father, but refusal to 
allow and encourage access on the part of the 
mother. Separation and divorce may leave chil- 
dren of any age feeling depressed, worthless and 
under achieving for years. Older children may 
feel keenly the stigma of coming from a broken 
home, especially when they are in a school where 
illgma seems (o be attached to divorce. 

Thete are about a million children in this coun- 
try whose parents have been divorced. Most of 
them are at school, and teachers need to consider 
their own attitudes towards divorce. Many will 
themselves have first hand experience of it, and 
that may help them in . their understanding. ■ 
School can help by providing stability, a warm, . 
caring environment and opportunities for 
achlevemenl. , 

Success at school may go some way towards 
compensating for feeling a failure at home. The 
wmmon pitfall of the classroom is the bland 
assumption (hat all children have two parents in 
We happy home, and that those who have not 
mott.be abnormal; ‘‘Write an essay about My 
Home, Our Family, draw your family tree." 

fhe suffering caused to the children depends 
on now the parents manage tlieir separation and 


divorce. Sometimes there is u minimum of bitter- 
ness and resentment and selfrighteousness, and a 
high degree of consideration for the children’s 
feelings. Sometimes there is great bitterness, 
rivalry and greed, and the children are made by 
one holier-than-thou parent to be objects for 
manipulating and hurting the other parent, who 
may be equally self-indulgent. 

If there has been intolerable tension In the 
home, separation and divorce may come hs a 
blessed relief for all concerned. Many children 
may need peace and privacy, especially at school, 
and not adults poking and prying and rushing in 
too eagerly to try to help them. 

What is Important is not what the teacher says 
to the child but what the child feels able to say to 
the teacher. What matters then is that the teacher 
listens, and what the quality of the listening is. 
Pupils need to feel that they can talk to their 
teachers without fear of betrayal or censure. For 
those children who do need, and want, help, it 
should be forthcoming. 

Some children’s disruptive behaviour at school 
is a cry for help. The sensitive, listening teacher 
may enable children to feel better about what 
they think is happening between their parents. 
Guidance and counselling may even change the 
outcome! Take the case of a boy I was asked to 
see In my work in a secondary school: 

Paul had been behaving disruptively at school. 

I was told that he had been the apple of his 
father's eye till his father had left home two years 
previously. He and his mother had never heard 
from his father since, and did not know where he 
was. tfe had run up debts, and felt that his family 
would be better off without him. 

Paul was not keen to discuss any of this, so I 
discussed with him how he felt about school. He 
told me that technical drawing was his favourite 
subject, and when I invited him to tell me about it 
and provided paper and pencil, to my .astonish- 
ment he drew M a box with a piece cut out of it”. I 
gazed at this illustration in silence for quite some 
time. So did he. For the first time he realized what 
his father's absence me&nt to him. After that it 
was easy for him to disguss his father's disappear- 
ance with me. He remembered that his father had 
once worked at a place on the South Coast. 
“Might he be there7" I asked. 

A couple of weeks later Paul came to see me 
saying, “I’ve found hlml*’ He had set out on a

Saturday morning, taken a bus to the South Coast 
town, and found his dad. As a result of this, the 
father felt that he was needed and wanted and 
returned home.

Many children can cope adequately with their 
parents’ unhappiness, disharmony and divorce. It 
may be because of the children’s own Intelligence 
and adaptability. It may be because of kindly 
support at home, or from grandparents, relatives 
and friends. This same kindly support should, if 
wanted, be .what a school can offer too. 

I .don’t underestimate: the .difficulties: many 
teachers would, have in discussing family situa- 
tlon* with pupils. Specialist teachers and 
teacher/counsellors should be trained, experi- 
enced, and feel that they have the co-operation 
and support of specialist helping services. 

However, there is a growing body of opinion 
that the understanding of interpersonal relation- 
ships is an important part of every teacher's pro- 
fessional skills. When the difficulties are severe, 


and if the parents agree, it may be most helpful to 
refer the child and family to the specialised help 
of the local child guidance, clinic, or the school . 
psych ological servip?- j'. 

i Yet some parents seek to keep their troubles 
from their children's schools and other agencies 
at all costs, for fear that their children would be 
thought the less of if it were known that they 
came from a “broken home" . It is not long since it 
was a universally shameful and stigmatizing thing, 
and no doubt still is In the minds of some people, 
not least those who are themselves unhappy at 
■home., 

r So it se6ms important that schools should 
• endeavour to be as free as possible from pre- 
judice, stereotyping arid stigmatization. Would it 
not be better if, instead of referring to "broken, 
homes”, we referred to "two household 
families’*? ..

Shortly after 9 am the director of Theatre 
Clwyd Outreach arrives at Queensferry 
Primary. School in North Wales. 

He extracts one of his main props from 
the back of the van and manoeuvres it nif- 
tily up steps, through doors and corridors, 
to the main hall, where the headmaster 
waits with 14 excited children. Introductions 
over, the group moves to the empty staff 
room where Reg Bolton sits on the prop. 
From the wheelchair he tells the children 
why the Outreach Company has come to 
visit the school. 

‘Tt*s International Year of Disabled 
People. What do you know about this 
YYDP, as we call it?” 

“It’s been on Blue Peter. They’re raising 
money for disabled people . . someone 
ventures. 

"Raising money? That’s part of it, but not

which group has been unfairly treated by 
society and chose the disabled to focus on 
in 1981.

Reg Bolton, spent a year of his life par- 
tially paralysed; his younger sister is affected 
by Thalidomide.

This month we celebrate 50 years of strengthening 
links between the Royal Ballet, its school and 
Britain’s education system. The links have taken 
many forms from lecture-demonstrations, school 
matinees and Ballet for All , the company's'most 
sustained educational venture during this period, 
to today'sgrowing education service at the Royal 
Opera House and education initiatives by Sad- 
ler's Wells Royal Ballet. The strongest link of all, 
though, is through the Royal Ballet School at 
Barons Court, and White Lodge in Richmond 
Park. 

The School is also 50 years old. It began life on 
January 12 1931 when it opened as the Sadler’s 
Wells School to train professional dancers for llie 
JV.ic-W tjU a Ballet, and vis thus^our . > 
fmpritlre older than the Ro v al R aHAtauKtihi* rte.

Although Phillip King has most fre- 
quently been associated with Anthony 
Caro and the St Martin's School of 
sculpture there is a fundamental differ- 
ence in approach. The origin of their 
welded and bolted assemblies of 
painted metal is in the non- 
monumental, often gravity-defying, 
Cubist constructions of Picasso, while 
King's allegiances have been to Bran- 
cusi.

"Pepys rushes at his readers and 
lays nis heart at iheir feet; Evelyn 
is guarded, ubiquitous and percep- 
tive. Pepys is the vigorous and 
amiable spaniel; Evelyn like a 
detached and self-sufficient cat,” 

Thus, at the outset, John Bowie 
squarely faces the inevitable com- 
parison. Friends in life, the two 
diarists are indissolubly linked in 
the public mind, with Pepys more 
papular than his prim con- 
temporary. Yet without the success- 
ful publication of Evelyn in 1818 
who would have tackled the 
deciphering of Pepy’s six shorthand 
volumes and discovered their treas- 
ures? 

Evelyn’s prolific other writings 
are still quoted but seldom read. 
The diary, hardly a genuine diary, 
runs from his birth in 1620 to the 
month of his death in 1706, most 
of it written in two great retrospec- 
tive stretches long alter the events, 
only the final 20 years being 
recorded at the time. Those later 
entries underline the difference 
between the men. Even if Evelyn 
had always sat down at midnight 
to pour out, white-hot, the doings 
of each day, he could never have 
matched the immediacy and earthy 
gusto of his friend.

Microcomputers cause a lot of head- 
aches and extra work for teachers. 
Some are due to (he rapid develop- 
ment of technology, others are caused 
by inexperience on (lie part of 
teachers and other education officers, 
some can be traced to faulty design, 
and others are management problems. 
And. of course, some faults can be 
found with the middlemen — the 
dealers. 

When 1 look delivery of my micro- 


vuinpuier in r\pru iy/0, u naa 10 De 
turned on for at least ten minutes to 
warm up; this made it difficult to do 
much with 40- minute classes, as it 
also had to be earned to* different 
classes. Fixing this fault cost me £5 at 
the local dealer's. My disk unit, 
bought in the summer of 1979, took 
10-15 minutes to warm up before it 
could read the directory properly. I 
had to carry the unit back to the 
dealer to have a faulty part replaced.. 

I bought some games tapes recently 
and could not get my microcomputer 
to load them because the newer tape 
units are aliened differently. Tne 
tapes were taken back and put on 
floppy disk for me, but what if I had 
not had a disk unit?

Having spent £900 to expand the 
memory of my microcomputer from 
8K to 32K, 1 now find that I can't 
have additional features fitted because 
the circuit components are incompat- 
ible and the only space for fitting 
them is already taken up with the 
memory expansion unit. Now, less 
than three years after an expenditure 
of about £3000, my microcomputer is 
worth about £800, including disk unit, 
printer and 32 K memory— because 
they are all obsolete!

Some teachers do not understand 
enough about computers to get them 
to work properly. They waste enorm- 
ous amounts of time with trivial prob- 
lems. Is it acceptable to take a group 
of children for an O-level or CSE 
examination course when the teacher 
knows so llule about the subject? 
This is a question for heads and edu- 
cation officers, who distribute the 
funds for teacher training.

II is hardly news how, during the 
early 1970s, several local education 
authorities found if difficult to recruit 
craft teachers. 


The situation was particularly 
fraught in London, and following the 
fateful symmetry of educational plan- 


ning, the shortage in craft and other 
specialist teachers coincided neatly 
with the demands of raising the 
school leaving age. 

Today there are the additional 
excitements of meeting the govern- 
ments core curriculum demands, 
while frying to establish a practical 
and sensible staffing policy in the con- 
text of diminishing school rolls. 

The London Borough of Brent's 
solution _ is vested in a scheme it 
began in 1973 whereby existing 
teachers were re-trained to leach 
craft. The Brent scheme was and still 
is home-grown, and it has been an 
important -factor in countering the 
shortage of craft teachers. Moreover, 
the conversion scheme now has an 
extra advantage; it provides the 
authority with craft teachers who can 
also teach other subjects. And that is 
a valuable flexibility given the current 
demand for a broad core curriculum 


appointed, although no training takes 
place on-site because this would 
undermine the teacher's authority 
later on. 

Knowing the school that the 
teacher will be working in means that 
he can be groomed to meet the needs 
of the school's craft department and, 
since the head- of that department has 
some part In the training, it provides 
a unique opportunity to match a per- 
son's frainine to the Job in hand. 
Admittedly that sounds limiting for 
the reacher concerned, but such is the 
soundness of the basic training re- 
ceived that several of the “graduates" 
have been snapped up by other 
authorities. 

The course begins with twenty days 
spent consecutively in the workshop 
and this is followed by one day a 
week training for 20 weeks. In the 
second term there is also an evening 
class in which basic skills are 
enhanced, and these sessions are 
taken by one or two of the LEA's 
experienced craft teachers. A constant 
emphasis upon common sense and 
successful classroom Dractice is thus 
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The aim is to give a basic knowledge and practical competence in wood and metal work 


at the snme time as the Department 
of Education and Science looks to the 
faUmg rolls to provide reductions in 
staffing. 

The conversion course aims to give 
an experienced person with a good 
leaching record, a basic knowledge 
and practical competence in wood 
and metal work. 

The course is biased towards the 
particular school to which the trainee 
craft teacher has. nlready been 


successful classroom practice is thus 
ensured. 

Clearly the amount of workshop 
tuition compares quite favourably 
with the amount of workshop tuition 
received by students at college. The 
aim is to teach traditional methods In 
wood or metal work to the greatest 
possible depth in the time available. 
The philosophy is that in laying down 
a sound knowledge in wood or metal 
work it is then realistic for the teacher 
to develop further in the specialism 
nnd so improve his career prospects. 

In woodwork, a trainee will make 


basic constructions in solid wood; 
frame construction; mortice and tenon 
joints; dovetails; solid nnd laminated 
wood bending; and hand and pressed 
veneering. In metal there is bench, 
machine, and casting work. 

During the course a teacher will 
make an item of furniture. One woman 
physical education teacher, for exam- 
ple, has recently finished an excellent 
coffee table made in teak. This was 
rescued from a discarded laboratory 
work bench. 

A lot of time is spent working on 
projects that will be done later with 


from the beginning. Thus continuity 
from first to fifth years is main- 
tained —also it is in the lower years 
that a school finds competent flexibil- 
ity among its staff a considerable asset 
in drawing up the timetable. About 
half the teachers who have completed 
the conversion scheme have been 
from art specialisms, but the rest 
came from a wide range of subjects.

children, and guidance is given on 
how a craft project, such as building a 
kite, con be linked with subjects like 
elementary physics or art. 

Another advantage of having the 
head of the school’s craft department 
involved in the training is the advice 
he brings regarding the kind of pro- 
ject that might be worth trying out. 

Initially, the teachers who are thus 
retrained are intended for the lower 
years of secondary school. This allows 
tile more experienced staff to take 
older pupils through the examination 
work In the knowledge that a founda- 
tion of basic skills is being laid down 


by the borough's craft and art adviser, 
Jim Turner. His experience has been 
in grammar, secondary-modern, and 
comprehensive schools, and Includes 
many years lecturing and running a 
craft department in a teacher training 
college. 

He says that the success of the 
course (it has provided 10 per cent of 
the waft teachers in the authority) is 
denyed from two essential factors. 

First, the selection Of teachers for 
retraining is carefully carried out, and 
the qualities looked for Include slic- 
es/ 111 previous teaching experience, 
and a real desire to retrain. 

Secondly, because the course is 
oriented around individual schools it 
has meant that teachers have been fit- 
ted rather thrown in to their depart- 
ments.

Specialist staff, including men and 
women, must be recruited from both J 
craft, design and technology, and art ( 


and design (3D) backgrounds with 
the incentive to continue to follow 
and contribute to structured and pro- 
gressive personal development via 
in-service courses and meetings held 
at specialist centres or in-house situ- 
ations. Head teachers must be alerted 
and encouraged to accompnny their 
staff to all meetings where curriculum 
discussions and developments are tak- 
ing place as well as being presented 
with reports, research data, etc.

To asoertnin the educational appli- 
cations across the primary curriculum, 
it is necessary for the teachers to 
know something about the possible 
uses of computers, and to gain a 
background understanding of their 
working. 

If the micro is an importnnt educa- 
tional tool it is necessary that a 
general nwareness of the applications 
must filter through to teachers. This is 
the responsibility of the l.e.n. in- 
service training schemes, many oF 
which will be bolstered by the Micro- 
electronics Education Programme: a 
major part of the remaining £8 mil- 
lion is to be spent on in-service train- 
ing. The content of the MEP general 
awareness courses will be appropriate 
to all teachers,' both primary and sec- 
ondary. 

Clearly with so many openings, 
much will depend on teacher initia- 
tive.

This can only 
happen if the teaching force as a 
whole has access to information and i 
training.

Educational broadcasting, like the rest 
of the educational world, has an obliga- 
tion to face the stimulating and hazard- 
ous challenges of microcomputing. As 
part of a long term commitment to the 
area of '‘information technology”, as ii 
now seems to be called, the BBC Con- 
tinuing Education Department -which 

K icineered the adult literacy On The 
love project in the late ’70s - is now 
preparing a computer literacy project 
for 1982. 

Series to date have included The 
Silicon Factor, and a new series, Manag- 
ing the Micro. is due for transmission in 
May and June this year. 

The primary aim of the project is to 
introduce beginners of all ages to the 
practical and the intellectual challenge 
of computing and to the wide range of 
tasks that computers can do. But the 
project is also seen as the opportunity 
to do two other things: first, to provide 
Impetus for the development of good 
British consumer software in a range of 
ardas; and second, to push forward with 
the new ways of distributing software, 
especially “teiesoftware” 

Tilesoftware is the -method of send- 
ing computer programs and data by 
Tfcletext (or by Prestel) so that they can 
bo received, stored and run on a micro- 
computer connected to the domestic 
television set. We are determined to 
break out of the situation where there 
is no teiesoftware because there are no 
machines; no machines because there is 
no teiesoftware. Really exciting pos- 
sibilities are opened up by the next 
generation of teletext. 

Tfcn television programmes rorm me 
basis of the project. They will intro- 
duce the principles of computing in a 
practical way wjd show that it is 
possible for complete begipnera to 
learn how to progfatn. The series will 
demonstrate a wide range 1 of practical 
applications of the microcomputer. 

It will be crucial to emphasise what 
micros cannot do, as-well as what they 
can. The series should appeal to people 
with or without machines of (heir 
own, though it aims to encourage 
“hands-on" experience because we feel 
this is the only real way of learning, 
lb support the programmes, a BBC 


book will provide a background intro- 
duction to the world of computing, with 
chapters on problem solving, on prog- 
ramming, and on how things work. In 
addition, a 3U hour course in BASIC is 
being written ir association with the 
project by the National Extension Col- 
lege, Cambridge. This, too, is designed 
for use by beginners, cither at home or 
in flexi-study courses, where a range of 
colleges will have equipment which 
students will be able to use under gui- 
dance. The course is designed to be as 
machine independent as possible. 

Like the On The Move project, a 
telephone referral service will provide 
information for viewers about local 
contacts, courses, enthusiast groups, 
computer shops and consultants, as 
well as information about the various 
parts of the BBC system. 

A microcomputer is being made 
available to a BBC specification to 
enable the various parts of the project 
to be consistent with one another and 
to enable us to develop good software. 
It will not fc* essential to have a BBC 
machine - or indeed any machine - to 
benefit from the series, and many of the 
elementary programming principles 
demonstrated will apply tea number of 
existing microcomputers. 

However, when it comes to applica- 
tions programs, particularly those in- 
volving graphics or sound, virtually all 
machines are incompatible with one 
another and the only way of being able 
to develop these and to develop the 
other parts of the project has been to 
produce our own system. 

The specification is being made 
freely available so that any manufac- 
turer can produce compatible equip- 
ment ln : the future. The machine is 
described more fully In a later, article 
by Paul McGee: 

The machine will have a loudspeaker 
and colour television and video out- 
puts, so that it can be used on the 
domestic television set or with a sepa- 
rate monitor. Designed to be expand- 
able and even to link with a range of 
peripherals including other computers, 
it can be considered the start ofa seri- 
ous system, and in no sense limiting. 
Eight different display “modes" pro- 



vide for high and low resolution graph- 
ics and text. Compatible Tfcletext and 
Prestel adaptors will be made available 
as options. BASIC is being used simply 
because it is the de facto language of 
microcomputers at present, and is 
probably the most approachable lan- 
guage for the beginner. This is not to 
say that other languages cannot be used 
in future. Indeed, the BBC machine 
will be able to run PASCAL. 

Vfe are aiming to make arrangements 
for an extensive range of programs to 
be available at three levels. At the first 
level, there will be simple free, or very 
low cost, programs that illustrate the 
wide range of things a computer can do 
- both useful and entertaining. Some 
will be directly related to the television 
programmes, and some will be modifi- 
able to be stored on audio cassette, and 
tional exercises. These will be obtain- 
able as listings to be typed into the 
computer, and also on CEEFAX. 

The next level will consist of good 
consumer programs covering such suh- 
eC J S «f- S et * uca, * on t domestic finance 
and filing, hobbies, games and simple 
business packages. All of these will be 
able to be stored on audio cassette, and

Whenever educational software is dis- 
cussed it is its non-existence or non- 
availnbility which causes most con- 
cern. Of little surprise to the cog- 
1 nescenti in educational computing this 
problem still disillusions tne secon- 
dary and, even more so, the primary 
school teachcr-convert who finds that, 
unlike school text books, cassettes 
and floppy discs of worthwhile educa- 
tional software are not readily to 
hand. 

That they should in future be so is, 
of course, one of the main reasons for 
the existence of the Microelectronics 
Education Programme (MEP). How- 
ever, in our investigation of the 
means of doing so we have discovered 
[hat there are two software gaps, not 
one. 

Aside from the paucity of programs 
and the patchiness of systems for their 
dissemination there is also an intellec- 
tual poverty cap, a mental black-hole 
in which pedagogic laws no longer 
hold and educational commonsense 
disappears when an enterprising edu- 
cational author meets the new techno- 
logy for the first time. 

The first problem is that of dis- 
tributing what (relatively) little soft- 
ware there is. This is being tackled, 
albeit piecemeal. CEDAR (Com- 
puters in Education as A Resource, 
Imperial College) records 530 CAL 
programs in its Package Index, almost 
all from the UK, but predominantly 
tertiary and in the numerical sciences 
and engineering. Its expected growth 
area is in secondary level programs 
| mostly in the numerical aspects of dif- 
ferent school subjects.

What has persuaded schools and 
staff to use precious funds to buy 
micros? Why is the voice of special

Undoubtedly the most dramatic use 
of the microcomputer in increasing 
the quality of lira and educational 
opportunities is with the severely 
physically handicapped child who 
needs a way of communicating wfth 
the world. Until recently the child 
with very limited controlled move- 
nvenv communicated by using a Pos- 
sum.

Phase two 
in Scotland 

Iain Thorburn on the 
Scottish Microelectronics

A couple of days after the Government 
announced its Micros in Schools 
Scheme, David Walker, director of the 
Scottish Microelectronics Develop- 
ment Programme, said: “The basic dif- 
ference between Scotland and England 
in this field is that they are announcing 
what they intend to do when we are at 
the stage of recording what we have 
already done”. 

The SMDP’s "Strategy and 
Implementation Paper" (available on 
request from the Scottish Education 
Department) is the proof of Mr 
Vtalker’s claim. It was published on the 
day of the Government’s announce- 
ment, and it records the fact that Phase- 
One of the Scottish scheme is long over, 
and Phase T\vo well into its stride. 

Phase One began In 1979, funded by 
£320,000 of Government money. 
Schools and colleges were invited to 
■ submit proposals for projects, the 
hardware to be supplied on loan by 
SMDP. Bids totalling more than £2m 
were received. The SMDP supported 
some 68 projects in centres throughout 
Scotland, from Orkney to Stranraer, 
and a hardware and software base was 
established in Glasgow. 

Phase two of the SMDP began in 
Ap*" 1 1. 1980 - a four-year £lm rersearch 
and development programme, Scot-

is comforting to those schools who 
wish to take advantage of the Dol 
scheme but do not agree with the 
limited choice of machine. 

The choice of further machines will 
be affected by the intended uses for 
Ihem, fw example teaching pro- 
gramming, computer aided learning 
(CAL), keyboard familiarisation, 
word processing or information 
retrieval. Account has also to be 
taken of the number, age and experi- 
ence of prospective users. 

The Dol scheme Is limited to the 
Research Machines 380Z and the 
BBC/Acom Atom, costing £1680 and 
£260 respectively. The 380Z comes 
with dual floppy discs, monitor, 
BASIC, assembler, C/PM, text editor 
and high resolution graphics. This is 
very similar to the systems which the 
Dot gave as the major prizes in its 
competition last summer. The system 
still needs a printer, preferably one 
which can produce high resolution 
graphics and two possibilities are the 
Epson MX80FT-2 or the Seikosha 
GP8Q, both available from Micro 
Peripherals. This arrangement is 
probably the best for a school which 
nad only one machine and a definite 
interest In CAL and Computer 
Studies to examination level. 

The other choice is the BBC/Acorn 
Atom. The original Atom Is a very 
economical madilne which suffers 
irom a very non-standard BASIC. 
The redesigned system will hove a 
new stnictured BASIC to fit in with 
the BBC/NEC series and other 
teaching materials.

Early marketing unfortunately 
put too much cmpliasls on colour and 
paid loo little attention to its many 
Other good features. 

Apple offer many peripherals such 
as voice input and output, graphics 
tablet, music synthesiser, high resolu- 
tion colour graphics and printer to 
match.

The seeminjgly witty title of the first 
two books is somewhat ironic, given 
their intedned purpose. Devised for 
practice in listening comprehension 
for Dutch pupils, they are now pre- 
sented for use in British schools “in 
J?' 1 * 0 or three years leading up to 
CSE or O Level. The provenance is 
apparent in several episodes in Book 
2, the final section of which is de- 
voted to a eulogy of Amsterdam 
Ajax, the football club, after its vic- 
tory m the European Cup. 

Both books consist of 20 texts, fol- 
lowed by four exercises, two of which 
test the understanding of what is 
almost invariably rather uninspired 
conversation and two the ability to fit 
vocabulary to sentence blanks. For the 
second of these two types of exercises 
the missing words are either chosen 
trom a short list in the margin or 
adapiKl contextually. There are also 
five (four in Book 2) so-called “textes 
de controle’ 1 with similar exercises to 
be answered without visual reference 
to the text which, in all other instances, 
is both heard and seen.
